We are adding the word once to the claim "Apply once anytime -
spring through late summer", and adding the term turf as an optional replacement for the
term the lawn in the following claim "Kills grubs all season-long plus revitalizes (turf) the
lawn."

These claims are simply reworded versions of claims that are already present on the
approved label.

This notification is consistent with the provision of PR Notice 98-10 and EPA regulations
at 40 CFR 152.46, and no other changes have been made to the labeling or the
confidential statement of formula of this product. I understand that it is a violation of 18
